Can Use 10,000 More Workers

ingly quick job of reconversion,

Lord Louis Mountbatten, 
Allied commander in chief in 
southeast Asia, sent surrender jin- 
structions to Field Marshal Count 
Juichi Terauchi, chief of the Jap- 
anese southern army which holds 
Singapore and other territories 
radiating from that base.

Navy Due Much of the Credit 


Gen. MacArthur is the logical person to be supreme commander 
of the Allied forces in occupation of Japan. The occupation is 
primarily an Army job. MacArthur is superbly fitted in every 
way to take charge of it. And Americans generally, remembering 
Bataan and MacArthur's long trek back from Australia to the 
Philippines, will find satisfaction in the fact that he has been given 
the honor of receiving the formal Japanese surrender. 

But in many ways it would have been just to designate an 
Amerigan naval officer to receive the surrender, deferring the trans- 
fer of supreme authority to Gen. MacArthur until the occupation 
armies could go ashore. For, while all branches earned their share 
of the victory, the U. S. Navy bore the heaviest burden. The domi- 
nant strategy of the Pacific war was the Navy’s. Most of the 
decisive operations were under the command of Adm. Nimitz. 


MacArthur’s hops from Australia and Port Moresby to the Phil- 
ippines complemented the main westward drive across the Pacific 
but were secondary to it. MacArthur’s objective was the liberation 
of the Philippines. The Navy’s was the defeat of Japan in quickest 
possible time. MacArthur's objectives and the Navy's did not com- 
pletely merge until Luzon had been liberated. ‘ 

The main westward drive, under Nimitz, 


The Main Drive went by way of the Gilberts (Tarawa), the 


Marshalls, the Marianas and Guam, and Okinawa. ._Iwo Jima was 
conquered to make it possible for B-29s based on the Marianas to 
bomb Japan without excessive losses. 

The liberation of the Philippines was not essential! to this main 
Pacific drive to victory. It could have been deferred, just as the 
liberation of the East Indies and Malaya was deferred. If it had 
been deferred, it might have been achieved without a single cas- 
ualty, through the surrender of the Japanese forces in the Philip- 
pines in accordance with the Emperor's orders. 

However, the Philippines campaign did contribute to Japan's 
downfall. It provided an unexpected opportunity to wipe out most 
of what was teft of the Japanese navy. It sucked in and destroved 
important numbers of Japanese airplanes. It provided air bases 
which severed water communications between the Japanese home 
islands and her southern empire. And it provided the land mass 
on which to assemble troops and supplies for the final assault on 
the Japanese islands or for landings in China. 

The alternative to retaking the Philippines was to conquer For- 
mosa, which probably would have required as many divisions as 
the Philippines campaign drd, if not more. Most top naval strate 
gists favored the conquest of Formosa. A minority favored Marc- 
Arthur’s plan to retake the Philippines. The decision in favor of 
MacArthur's plan was made personally by President Roosevelt a 
little more than a year ago. But later, as a result of Adm. Halsey’s 
observations, the plan was modified. The invasion date was ad- 
vanced by weeks and the landings were made on Leyte instead, of 
Mindanao, the original objective. 

But it was Nimitz’s spring forward to Okinawa, following on the 
conquest of the Marianas and the liberation of Guam, which locked 
the strangle-hold of sea and air power around the neck of Japan. 
The blockade of the home islands was almost complete. And even 
without the atom bomb, all of Japan above ground was on a sure 


road to obliteration. 

- . Our main Pacific strategy was designed to 
Winning Strategy make maximum use of our supertech- 
nology, as exemplified in the Navy and Army Aijir Forces. It was 
designed to by-pass. Japanese strong points, except where their 
possession was essential to us, and to reduce to a minimum contact 
with Japanese ground forces. 

The U. S. Navy undoubtedly will be well represented at the 
Japanese surrender ceremony. There were mechanical as well, 
perhaps, as diplomatic obstacles to naming Adm. Nimitz as supreme 
Alhed commander to receive the surrerfder and Gen. MacArthur te 
take over the supreme Allied commadd after the surrender. As 
has already been seen, arranging the sUmsepder of Japanese forces 
throughout the Far East and Pacific is a complicated and perhaps 
lengthy business. It seemed best to put it, at the very start, tn 
the hands of the man-who was to carry it through by the occupa- 
tion of Japan. 

The Navy is not openly complaining. But many observers of 
the progress of the Pacific war will feel, with many naval officers, 
that a way should have been found to give the Navy the place of 
honor at the surrender table.

Atlantan Recalls Luncheon 


With Gen MacArthur in 1917 


The other day Floy (Mrs. Herbert) Alden’s .phone rang and 
when she answered, a kindly voice said: “Mrs. Alden, this is 
Howell Green. I wonder if you realize that the guest who lunched 
with you in 1917 after the Decatur bond rally was Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur?” 

Immediately Mrs. Alden’s memory went back to that day during 
World War I. Mr. Green, who is now 82 years old and a distin- 
guished Decatur barrister, was in charge of the sale of bonds for 
the whole of DeKalb county. He had laid plans for a huge bond 
rally to be held in Decatur and had invited Gen. MacArthur who, 
at that time was stationed at Camp Gordon, near Chamblee, to be 
the guest speaker. The enterprise was a tremendous undertaking. 
Mr. Green had committees for this and committees taking care of 
that, and one of them was composed entirely of women who were 
to arrange the details for a luncheon to follow the rally. 

Gen. MacArthur and a whole battalion of soldiers marched the 
entire distance between Camp Gordon and Decatur for the aus- 
picious affair, and, when it was over, to his utter bewilderment and 
chagrin, Mr. Green discovered that evidently one of his committees 
had misunderstood, for there was no luncheon scheduled. It so 
happened that Mrs. Alden was still on the scene when the discovery 
was made. In her usual kindly and helpful fashion, she straight- 
away came to the rescue, rushed home, told her cook that she would 
have two gentlemen for lunch and there, in her home, which stood 
on the corner of Sycamore and North Chandler streets, she un- 
wittingly entertained the renowned supreme commander ef the 
Allied forces in the Pacific. 

Floy’s husband is serving as a lieutenant commander in Manila 
with the Navy. He was entering the hospital, where he was on 
duty recently, when a dirty, unshaven Navy lieutenant called out: 
“Hello, Herbert.” It was none other than his son-in-law, Marion 
Rivers, who had literally tracked him down. Marion, who is 
stationed on one of the islands in the Pacific, had a ten-day leave 
and he and a friend “hitchhiked” by plane from one island. to 
another until they reached Manila. Herbert and Marion had eight

Floy and Marion’s wife, Anne.

Soldier ein 
As He Rests 
Near Louisville 


CAMP GORDON, Ga., Aug. 20. 
(P)—An Army private returning 
to Welch convalescent hospital at 
Daytona Beach, Fla., from a fur- 
lough, was fatally shot today near 
Louisville, Ga., the public rela- 
tions office at Camp Gordon re- 
ported. 

The Army PRO office gave this 
version of the crime as reported 
by a companion of the = slain 
man: 

Pvt. Calvin C. Roland, of Sur- 
coinsville, Tenn., and Pvt. Wyrle 
Humphries were driving back to 
Welch hospital early this morn- 
ing when they became tired. They 
pulled off the road about five 
miles south of Louisville to sleep. 

Humphries woke up and saw 
two men beside the car, appar- 
ently trying to break in. The sol- 
diers attempted to drive away 
but one of the assailants fired | 
through the car window and hit 
Roland in the head. He died al- 
most instantly. . | 

They then forced Humphries 
into the back seat and drove to 
the edge of Louisville, which is 
about 45 miles southwest of Au- 
gusta, where Humphries’ was 
forced to take his companion’s 
body out of the car. The slay- 
ers then drove away and aban- 
doned the car a few miles north | 
of Louisville. 

No arrests had been made to- 
night but Humphries has made 
‘almost positive identification of 
one of the men. He picked one 
of the assailants from pictures of | 
12 convicts who escaped in this 
area last week.

One cannot help but be glad that we will have the strong voice 
and courage of Mr. Churchill as leader of the opposition in Great 
Britain. It will be a loyal and straightforward opposition, and that 
is healthy and good for any country. This is especially so where 
one party is advocating new ideas and new methods, for clear- 
thinking opposition will force better thinking on the government 
in power. The situation in Great Britain is a very clear-cut situa- 
tion, and many of us understand well why the British people-——in 
spite of their undiminished devotion, affection and never-ending 
gratitude to former Prime Minister Churchill—still felt that the 
peacetime problems would be more effectively met by the labor 
government. 


We, here, have the same to 


fundamental problems meet, but 
our political situation is different. The forces in opposition to each 
other nere are not as clearly visible the average citizen In 
the coming months we will have to devote more time to knowing 
our representatives as individuals, regardless of their party labels. 
We will have to make up our minds which are the men who are 
leading us in the way that we feel will be most effective for our 
peacetime life as the greatest and most powerful nation in the world.
